In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso 
to article 309 of the Constitution , the Governor of 
Goa is pleased to make the following rules amending 
the Government of Goa , Directorate of Agriculture , 
Group C , Non -Ministerial, Non -Gazetted posts , Re 
cruitment Rules , 1989 , issued under Notification 
No. 1-47 ( 2 ) / 76 - PER ( Vol. II ) dated the 10th 
August, 1989 published in the Official Gazette , Se 
ries I, No. 28 dated 12-10-1989 , namely : — 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa 
in the Thirty -ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 


1. Short title and commencement . - i) These rules 
may be called the Government of Goa , Directorate 
of Agriculture , Group C , Non -Ministerial, Non 
-Gazetted posts , Recruitment (First Amendment ) 
Rules , 1990 . 

( ii) They shall come into force at once . 


1. Short title , extent and commencement . — ( 1 ) 
This Act may be called the Goa Prevention of Defa 
cement of Property Act , 1988 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Goa . 


( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Government may by notification in the Official 
Gazette , appoint.

2. Definitions . - In this Act, unless the context 
otherwise requires , 

( a ) Government means the Government of the 
State of Goa ; 

(b ) Collector means the Collector of the North 
and South Districts of Goa and includes any 
officer appointed by the Government to exercise 
and perform all or any of the powers and func 
tions of a Collector under this Act ; 

( c ) defacement includes impairing or inter 
fering with the appearance or beauty , damaging, 
disfiguring , spoiling or injuring in any way what 
soever and the word " deface" shall be construed 
accordingly ; 

( d ) Official Gazette means the Goa Govern 
ment Gazette ; 

( e ) Notification means notification published 
in the Official Gazette ; 

( f) property includes any building, hut, mo 
nument , statue, water pipe line, public road , struc 
ture , wall including compound wall , tree, fence , 
post , pole or any other erection except at speci 
fied places ; 

( g ) "public view means anything which is vi 
sible to public while they are in or passing along 
any public place ;

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9. Act to override other laws. - The provisions 
of this Act shall have effect notwithstanding any 
thing to the contrary contained in any other law 
for the time being in force . 


( h ) public place means any place ( including 
a road , street or way whether a thoroughfare or 
not and a landing place ) to which the public are 
granted access or have a right to resort or over 
which they have a right to pass ; 

(i) writing includes decoration , lettering, or 
namentation , etc., produced by stencil.

3. Penalty for deſacement of property . - ( 1 ) 
Whoever defaces any property in public view by 
defacing or 

or spitting or urinating or pasting 
pamphlets , posters or writing or marking with ink , 
chalk , paint or any other material or method except 
for the purpose of indicating the name and address 
of the owner or occupier of such property , shall be 
punishable with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to six months or with fine which may extend 
to one thousand rupees or with both .

( 2 ) Where any offence committed under sub 
-section ( 1 ) is for the benefit of some other person 
or a company or other body corporate or an asso 
ciation of persons (whether incorporated or not )

4. Punishment for attempt to commit offences. 
Whoever attempts to commit any offence punish 
able under this Act or to cause such offence to be 
committed and in such attempt does any act towards 
the commission of the offence , shall be punishable 
with the punishment provided for the offence . 


5. Punishment for abettors. ---- Any person who 
by the supply of or solicitation for money , the pro 
viding of premises , the supply of materials or in any 
manner whatsoever , procures, counsels , aids , abets 
or is accessory to , the commision of any offence 
under this Act shall be punished with the punish 
ments provided for the offence. 


6. Offence to be cognizable . - An offence punish 
able under this Act shall be cognizable .
